Only 
those who are in arrears for 
1918 taxes are not entitled to 
vote in the school election.

Praise From U. 8. 
Bureau of Education 


Saskatchewan Schools Commended 
“for Their Progressive 
"Methods 


High praise is given to Saskatche- 
wan’ ‘schools in a biillétin of “Edu- 
cation in “Parts of the British Em- 
pire,” which has just been issued by 
the Bureau of Education, Department 
of the Interior, Washington, D.C, 
After commenting on the progress in 
education made‘in recent years in 
Manitoba, the report states: 

“The democratic ideas of Manitoba 
are even more pronounced in the 
province just to the west, Saskatche- 
wan; but centralization more akin to 
that of the castern provinces has as- 
serted itself in the public school sys- 
tem of the latter, This centralisation, 
however, has not lessened the decp, 
popular interest in the schools, Per- 
haps the most convincing proof of 
this was the educational survey of the 
province decreed by order-in-council 
and undertaken during the latter half 
of the year 1917, 

“The public has been favorably pre- 
pared for this survey by the activities 
of the Public Education League, 
which had launched public mectings 
and led up to the proclamation of a 
public holiday by the premier, on 
which the needs of educational re- 
form were emphasised at rallies held 
at a number: of points, All this time 
there has been no lapse in public in- 
terest in education, as is shown by 
the fact that, since the organization 
of provincial goveriiment for Saskat- 
chewan, in 1905, school districts: .had 
been organized at the extraordinary 
rate of one a day. 

“With the tremendous increase in 
the amount of routine work thus de- 
volving upon the department of edu- 
cation, serious discussion arose as to 
whether the school unit with a board 
of three trustees was not too small, 
and whether the. organization of 
boards of seven members, as for the 
municipalities, would not be better 
able to handle a much larger terri- 
tory organized as a municipality. The 
matter is as yet unsettled, but indi- 
cations are that an organic change 
will be brought about by the stirring 
of public interest. f 

“The progressive nature of the 
people and of the schools of Saskat- 
chewan was well brought out in the 
findings’ of the survey to which re- 
ference has been ’made. The strongly 
centralized system, it was agreed, had 
been of very great service in the early 
pNiniitive days, but’the findings bore 
out the belief that a system more ad- 
apted.to a largely increased popula- 
tion, and especially one giving con- 
sideration to local needs, was now re- 
quired. 

The School Attendance Act, whicn

Two shows Xmas Day. 


“Auction of Souls,” which is to be 
presented at the Gleichen opera house, 
afternoon and evening on Christmas 
Day, has the unusual distinction of 
having a leading woman who actually 
enacted the origiyal scenes which the 
motion picture reproduces, Miss 
Aurora Mardiganian, the girl who has 
the leading role, is not a motion pic- 
ture actress, but was induced to act 
for the films just what she personally 
passed through in Armenia in 1916.

When the massacres of .the Armen-| 58 
jans started, carried on by the Turks 
under a secret agreement with the 
Germans, the Mohammedans made 
further ecorts to get possession of the 
girl, Aifter seeing her father, mother, 
two brothers and three sisters brutally 
slain, she entered upon a series of 
adventures which prove that life may 
be more exciting than the wildest 
dream of the fictionist. 

She goes through an untold succes- 
sion of horrible scenes, escapes from 
the Turks, is captured by the wild 
Kurds of the desert, sold as a slave, 
put in a harem, takes refuge with 
monks, and at last is saved by the 
British who sent her to America 
where she has talked and written of 
and finally acted out her experiences. 

In “Auction of Souls,” which is the 
story of her harrowing years in Ar- 
menia, every detail of the story fol- 
lows the actual experiences of Miss 
Mardiganian, and the report to the 
United States, of Viscount James 
Bryce, former English Ambassador to 
the United States, who directed the 
investigation of the Armenian atroci- 
ties.

Commission Costs 


The consolidated balance sheet, 
covering the operation of the Cana- 
dian Government Seed Purchasing 
Commission for the past three years, 
1a8 been audited and found correct. 
The total sums advanced by the De- 
partment of Finance for the purchase 
of seed supplies, on requisition from 
the Dominion Seed Commissioner, 
amounted to $11,896,540,96; and the 
total of refunds to the Recéiver-Gen- 
eral from the proceeds of sales was 
$11,903,437,76. Net assets including 
seed’ grain in storage are valued at 
$37,888.85, The salaries and expenses 
of the experienced Seed Branch offi- 
cers comprising the staff of the Com- 
mission were not charged against the 
cost of the seed. The order-in-councii 
which established the Seed Purchas- 
ing Commission directed that the seed 
supplies should be purchased, stored, 
cleaned, sacked where necessary, and 
sold at the net cost as nearly as might 
be determined, 

The business of the Commission 
covers the period beginning October, 
1916 and ending September, 1919, It 
includes the purchase and sale of seed 
wheat, oats, barley, rye, corn, peas 
and beans, subject always to inspec- 
tion as to the established grades for 
seed grain which were provided under 
the Seed Control Act. Inspection was 
administered by the Seed Inspection 
Division of the Seed Branch. Every 
car lot of seed purchased or sold was 
examined by seed inspectors, and 
samples were submitted for tests as 
to purity and germination by the Do- 
minion Seed Laboratories at Ottawa, 
Winnipeg or Calgary. Delivery con- 
sisted of bill of lading, licensed 
weighman’s certificates, seed certl- 
ficate and sight draft.

Collecting and Mounting of Insect 
Collections Important Part of 
the Work of Students 


The collecting and preserving of 
insects and the mounting of insect 
collections has become an important 
part of the work of the students in 
many of our schools. The teachers 
who have specialized in agriculture 
have learned something of the meth- 
rods of collecting and preserving in- 
;sects and are arousing the interest 
of their pupi!s in this fascinating sub- 
| ject, In order to assist those desir- 
,ous of securing accurate information 
Entomological Circular No. 12, “Di- 
rections for Collecting and. Preserv- 
ing Insects” has been prepared by J. 
H. McDunnough, M.A., Ph.D. This 
circular may be obtained free upon 
application to the Publications 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa.

Columbia into the United States, and 
this was in addition to 20,500,000 
pounds of wood pulp and paper, 175,- 
644,000 shingles and 51,705 poles, The 
shortage of ships for lumber cargocs 
is still serious for the B.C. mills, Dis- 
cussing this subject, C, E, Hubbard, 
managing director of the Associated 
Timber Exporters of British Colum- 
bia, which organization represents the 
larger manufacturers, says that in- 
quiries are coming in regularly from 
Australia, the United” Kingdom, 
Japan, China and South Africa, but 
ships cannot be found to mov¢ the 
shipments, in consequence of which 
orders cannot be taken. Up to the 
end of October the manufacturers had

Lord Leverhulme Urges Sweating of 
Machinery Instead of the 
Employees 

New York.—Sweating the machine, 
not the man, is the economic prin- 
ciple on which Lord Leverhulme, the 
great British manufacturer, justifies 
the six-hour day for workmen and the 
twelve-hour day for machinery. This 
schedule his firm has determined to 
introduce in their factories in Great 
Britain, Canada and the United 
States, hoping thereby to profit their 
workinen and themselves, 

Lord Leverhulme, who arrived here 
Tuesday on the Mauretania, comes to 
conduct a little missionary work in 
favor of the 
country of the plan, which he de- 
clares will prove economically ad- 
vantageous and profitable in any in- 
dustry in which the overhead charges 
for plant and equipment equal or ex- 
ceed the wage bill. 

Describing the main features of the 
plan, as well as of the long estab- 
lished system of “co-partnership,” 
or profit sharing, in his several soap 
factories, Baron Leverhulme pointed 
out that the scheme for hours must 
not be confounded with a flat six- 
hour day, but consisted in employing 
his working forces, men and women, 
in two shifts, each working on a 3v- 
hour weck basis, while the machinery 
is kept going the full twelve hours a 
day. 

The plan, he declared, was to get 
the greatest possible production out

er day and a greater opportunity for 
recreation and self-improvement,

little girl with her doll or the boy 
with his hobby horse. While inani- 
mate objects represent life and hence 
hold the attention of children, living 
things are far more interesting to 
them and offer greater possibilities 
for teaching sane and wholesome les- 
sons. A certain small boy who had 
several pet hens, gladly brought their 
little chickens into the house and 
cared for them by the open fire dur- 
ing an untimely spring snowstorm, 
Another small boy habitually spent 
his Saturday mornings caring for his 
guinea pigs, while his brothers and 
friends were playing.

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Pulp and Paper Industry 


Iniuating A New Industrial Era For 
The Lake City 


Atinouncement has just been made 
of the-completion of arrangements 
for the establishment at Port Arthur, 
Ontario, of a pulp and paper industry 
with an investment of five million 
dollars, The company is to be known 
as the Great Lakes Pulp and Paper 
Company. The President is Lewis 
L. Alstead, of Appleton, Wisconsin. 
Associate with him are George Sem- 
an of Chicago, one of the biggest pulp 
and paper men in the United States, 
and James Whalen of Port Arthur, 
who established the Port Arthur 
Shipbuilding Company and the big 
pulp industries of the Whalen com- 
pany in British Columbia, The plant 
will cover one hundred acres, ‘The 
ground wood mill is to have a capac- 
ity of 30,000 tons per year, the sul 
phide mill 75,000 tons, and the news- 
print mill 35,000 tons. The engincer 
in charge of construction will be 
Hardy Ferguson of New York. A 
contract has been signed with the On- 
tario Hydro-Electric Power Company 
for the use of a minimum of 12,000 
horsepower. The commission is now 
developing Nipigon to supply this 
power, the development having been 
undertaken with this industry partic- 
ularly in view. The advent of Nipi- 
gon power and the large consumption 
of it already arranged for means a 
very low price and is regarded by the 
citizens as initiating a new industrial 
era for Port Arthur, especially as 
other kindred industries for the dev- 
elopment of the districts natural re- 
sources are already said to bein sight.
